1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record (Aronson et al., U. S. Patent No. 6654787) does not teach nor 
suggest in detail providing a copy of the message first to a read only rule client and then 
the original message is provided to a write access rule client wherein the plurality of rule 
clients register by registering a dynamic-link library in a system registry as a component 
object model object such that each rule client is loaded when the Inbox program 
receives the message, each rule client being loaded in the inbox program's process 
space (see page 3 of applicant's remarks). Aronson only teaches generic e-mail filtering 
technique that filters unwanted e-mail messages at various stages of transmission 
across one or more networks. The prior art of record taking singly or in combination 
does not teach or suggest the above-stated limitation taking wholly in combination with 
all the elements of each independent claim.. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

2. Claims 1-9, 14-19, 22-23 and 25-26 are allowed.
